Boston alone over $18,000,000 within 
a few days, and might yet add to the 
record. The failures thus far reported 
are fewer in number than in any year 
since 1SS3, and smaller in amount of 
commercial liabilities than in any year 
since 18S.1. The aggregate ot default- 
ed liabilities is $120,160,000, but near- 
ly two-thirds of the banking liabilities 
were added within a few days, thn ag- 
gregate 
reaching 
about 
$30,900,000. 


The commercial liabilities have been 
about $89,260,000, though exact returns 
for a few recent failures are not yet 
obtainable. . In no other years except 
1881, with defaulted liabilities of !?S1,- 
155,962, and' 1SSO, with $05,752,000, have 
failures been as small since the agency 
commenced quarterly returns in 1S75. 
The average of liabilities per failure 
is less than ?9,500, the smallest in any 
year of the twenty-five.
